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AN  ORDINANCE 


Approving  plan  for  bridge  over  the  river  Schuylkill,  at  Girard  avenue. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  plan  and  estimate  for  a 
bridge  over  the  river  Schuylkill,  at  Girard  avenue,  sub- 
mitted to  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  on  the  11th 
day  of  December,  by  Messrs.  Clarke,  Reeves  &  Co.,  and 
designated  in  their  proposal  as  "No.  1,"  for  the  sum  of 
fourteen  hundred  and  eighty-six  thousand  two  hundred 
and  eighty  (1.486,280)  dollars  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
adopted.

AN   OKDIXANCE 

To  make  an  appropriation  for  the  construction  of  a  sewer  on  the  Line  of  Wood 
street,  from  Twentv-first  street  eastward  to  Seventeenth  street,  authorized 
July  25th,  1872. 

Section  1,  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  sum  of  thirty  thousand 
(30,000)  dollars  is  hereby  appropriated  to  pay  for  the  con- 
struction of  a  sewer  ou  the  line  of  Wood  street,  from 
Twenty-first  street  eastward  to  Seventeenth  street,  author- 
ized July  25th,  1872. 

Sect.  2.  That  as  the  completion  of  said  sewer  shall  pro- 
gress, there  shall  be  assessed  and  charged  upon  the  proper- 
ties in  front  of  which  the  same  shall  be  completed,  the  sum 
of  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  for  each  lineal  foot  of  the  front 
of  the  said  premises. 

Sect.  3.  That  the  contractor  for  building  said  sewer  shall 
accept  the  sums  so  assessed  and  charged  under  the  forego- 
ing section  of  this  Ordinance,  in  part  payment  of  his  con- 
tract price,  and  that  he  shall  collect  the  same  at  his  own 
cost ;  and  the  better  to  enable  him  so  to  do,  he  may  use  the 
name  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  employ  all  legal 
remedies  or  proceedings,  whether  of  lien  or  otherwise,  to 
which  said  City  may  be  competent.  . 

Sect.  -i.  That  the  payments  may  be  made  while  the  work 
of  constructing  the  sewer  is  in  progress,  by  the  Chief 
Commissioner  of  Highways,  in  warrants  upon  the  City 
Treasurer,  to  be  taken  out  of  any  balances  remaining  after 
deducting  the  cost  of  any  sewers  now  authorized  to  be  con- 
structed out  of  loans  already  approved.  Said  payments 
in  all  cases  to  be  made  upon  a  certificate  of  the  Chief  En- 
neer  and  Surveyor,  estimating  the  amount  of  work  done : 
Provided,  That  lor  all  current  estimates,  no  payments  shall 
exceed  four- fifths  of  the  money  meritoriously  earned  under 
said  contract,  after  deducting  the  ratable  proportion  of  the 
assessment  reierred  to  in  Section  2  of  this  Ordinance.  Said 
payments  to  be  made  in  the  bonds  of  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia, or  in  cash,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Mayor. 

Sect.  5,  Satisfactory  evidence  shall  be  lurnished  by  the 
contractor  to  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways  that 
lull  payment  has  been  made  for  all  labor  done  and  mate- 


rials  furnished,  previously  to  drawing  a  warrant  for  the 
final  estimate  of  any  work  done  by  virtue  of  the  Ordinance 
of  July  25tb,  1872,  and  the  Chief  Commissioner  shall  re- 
quire full  and  entire  payment  by  the  contractors  of  all  labor 
and  materials  on  account  of  such  work,  and  the  said  Com- 
missioner shall  give  notice  in  two  daily  papers  of  the  time 
at  which  final  payment  will  be  made  on  the  final  estimate.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  make  an  appropriation  to  the  Department  of  Highways,  Bridges  and 
Sewers  for  the  year  1873. 

Section"  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain^  That  the  sum  of  nine  hundred  and 
seventy-two  thousand  two  hundred  and  ninety -five  (972,295) 
dollars  and  fifty  (50)  cents  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  ap- 
propriated to  the  Department  of  Highways,  Bridges  and 
Sewers  for  the  year  1873,  and  for  the  following  purposes, 
viz.: 

Item  1.  For  salaries  of  Chief  Commissioner,  two  thou- 
sand (2,000)  dollars ;  two  Commissioners,  twelve  hundred 
(1200)  dollars  each  ;  license  clerk,  thirteen  hundred  (1300) 
dollars ;  chief  clerk,  twelve  hundred  (1200)  dollars  ;  mis- 
cellaneous and  assistant  clerks,  one  thousand  (1,000)  each ; 
messenger,  eight  hundred  (800)  dollars,  and  watchmen  on 
Market  Street,  Girard  Avenue,  Penrose  Ferry,  Frankford 
Creek,  Wire  and  Falls  Bridges,  nine  thousand  one  hundred 
and  eighty  (9,180)  dollars  ;  eighteen  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  eighty  (18,880)  dollars. 

Item  2.  For  paving  intersections  of  streets,  one  hundred 
and  twenty-five  thousand  (125,000)  dollars. 

Item  3.  For  repairing  paved  streets,  to  include  repaving 
over  water  pipes,  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  thousand 
(125,000)  dollars. 

Item  4,  For  repaving  and  tramwaying  streets,  seven 
thousand  (7,000)  dollars. 

Item  5.  For  repairing  roads  and  unpaved  streets,  fifty 
thousand  (50,000)  dollars. 

Item  6.  For  grading  streets  and  roads,  one  hundred  and 
fifty  thousand  (150,000)  dollars. 

Item  7.  For  building,  rebuilding  and  repairing  bridges, 
twenty-five  thousand  (25,000)  dollars.

Item  14,  For  sign  boards  for  street  names,  five  hundred

For  salaries  of  supervisors,  nineteen  thousand 
five  hundred  and  sixty-three  (1 9,563)  dollars  :  Provided^  The 
City  Controller  shall  countersign  no  warrant  drawn  on  this 
item  until  the  supervisor  shall  have  furnished  him  monthly 
with  the  name,  occupation  and  residence  of  every  person 
employed  by  said  supervisor,  and  receiving  money  under 
this  Ordinance. 

Item  17.  For  grading,  curbing,  paving,  and  repairing  of 
footways,  five  thousand  (5,000)  dollars. 

Item  18.  For  repairing  the  Delaware  river  banks,  five 
hundred  (500)  dollars. 

Item  19.  For  crossing,  gutter  and  tramway  stone,  thirty 
thousand  (30,000)  dollars  :  Provided^  That  the  same  shall 
be  advertised  for  in  at  least  two  papers  daily  for  one  week, 
and  the  contract  shall  be  awarded  to  the  lowest  bidder. 

Item  20.  For  painting  and  repairing  Chestnut  Street 
Bridge,  three  thousand  (3,000)  dollars. 

Item  21.  For  constructing  a  sewer  across  Chestnut  street 
on  jSIeadow  street,  in  the  Twenty-seventh  Ward,  as  per 
Ordinance  approved  October  24th,  1871,  five  thousand. 
(5,000)  dollars. 

Item  22.  For  paving  Delaware  avenue,  from  Cohocksink 
creek  to  Laurel  street,  with  Belgian  blocks,  twelve  thou- 
sand nine  hundred  and  seventy-five  (12,975)  dollars. 

Item  23.  For  constructing  branch  sewers,  thirty  thousand 
(30,000)  dollars. 

Item  24.  For  constructing  new  inlets,  twenty-five  thou- 
sand (25,000)  dollars:  Provided,  That  there  shall  be  no  extra 
compensation  paid  for  the  construction  of  inlets  on  streets 
of  a  width  of  sixty  feet  or  under  that  width:  Provided  also, 
That  said  appropriation  shall  be  expended,  as  follows: 
twelve  thousand  five  hundred  (12,500)  dollars  for  iron  in- 
lets, and  twelve  thousand  five  hundred  (12,500)  dollars  for 


the  construction  of  brick  inlets;  and  the  contract  shall  con- 
tain a  condition  that  the  work  shall  be  approved  by  the 
Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  and  the  Chief  Commissioner 
of  Highways,  before  warrants  shall  be  approved  by  the  City 
Controller. 

Item  25.  For  cleansing  culvert  on  Walnut  street,  west 
from  Delaware  river,  and  rebuilding  trunk  at  Walnut  street 
wharf,  five  thousand  seven  hundred  and  fifty  (5,750)  dollars. 

Item  26.  For  constructing  bridge  over  West  Chester 
Railroad,  at  Woodland  street  or  Darbv  avenue,  ten  thou- 
sand (10,000)  dollars. 

Item  27.  For  grading  Fifth  street,  fron  Indiana  street  to 
Westmoreland  street,  sixteen  thousand  two  hundred  and 
fifty-three  (16,253)  dollars  and  fifty  (50)  cents. 

Item  28.  For  paving  two  squares  of  market  plots  on 
York  street,  two  thousand  one  hundred  and  seventy-five 
(2,175)  dollars. 

Item  29.  For  constructing  bridges  over  the  Connecting 
Railroad  at  Columbia  and  Park  avenues,  as  per  Ordinance 
approved  November  5th,  1872,  twenty-nine  thousand  and 
forty-five  (29,045)  dollars. 

For  paving  with  Belgian  blocks  upon  plans 
and  specifications  of  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways, 
Market  street,  from  the  Delaware  river  westward,  seventy- 
five  thousand  (75,000)  dollars ;  Broad  street,  from  Filbert 
street  northward,  seventy-five  thousand  (75,000)  dollars; 
Broad  street,  from  Chestnut  street  southward,  seventy- five 
thousand  (75,000)  dollars;  two  hundred  and  twenty-five 
thousand  (225,000)  dollars,  said  work  to  be  done  under  the 
direction  and  control  of  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  High- 
ways, the  contractor  to  give  satisfactory  security  to  keep 
said  streets  in  good  repair  for  five  years  from  completion  of 
said  work ;  payments  to  be  made  monthly  on  estimates  of 
the  District  Survej'or. 

Item  31.  For  furnishing  granite  blocks  f.r  a  Belgian 
pavement,  to  be  laid  by  and  at  the  sole  expense  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company,  on  Swanson  street,  from 
Christian  street  to  Prime  street ;  the  said  work  to  be  done 
subject  to  the  supervision  and  approval  of  the  Ciiief  Com- 
missioner of  Highways;  said  railroad  company  to  keep  the 
street  in  repair  so  long  as  they  shall  occupy  it;  and  the 
Department  of  Highways  to  sell  at  public  sale  such  cobble 


stone  as  may  not  be  required  for  the  use  of  the  depart- 
ment, six  thousand  (6,000)  dollars. 

Item  32.  For  dredging  Frankford  creek,  by  "The  Ameri- 
can Dredginir  Company,"  in  1372,  three  hundred  and  fifty- 
four  (354)  dollars. 

Provided,  That  all  repairs  to  bridges,  culverts  and  inlets 
exceeding  the  cost  of  one  hundred  dollars,  that  may  be  nec- 
essary during  the  year  1873,  shall  be  first  submitted  to  the 
Committee  on  Highways  before  any  contract  shall  be  made 
or  any  order  given  for  said  repairs ;  and  such  repairs  shall 
be  given  out  by  contract  when  ordered  by  the  Committee 
on  Highnvays:  And  provided  further^  That  all  bills  for  pav- 
ing intersections  of  streets,  or  for  any  other  work  authorized 
by  Councils,  and  chargeable  to  either  of  the  foregoing  items, 
shall  state  the  locality  and  under  what  Ordinance  or  resolu- 
tion said  work  was  done  ;  and  no  bill  shall  be  signed  by  the 
City  Controller  unless  accompanied  by  such  statement ;  and 
that  no  part  of  Items  2  and  4,  and  not  more  than  two  hun- 
dred dollars  of  Item  6,  shall  be  expended  on  any  street 
without  the  authority  of  Councils,  and  no  part  of  said  Item  6 
shall  be  expended  for  work  not  done  in  1873.  And  war- 
rants for  the  same  shall  be  drawn  by  the  Chief  Commis- 
sioner of  Highways  in  conformity  with  existing  Ordinances.

To  make  an  appropriation  to  the  Police  Department  for  the  year  1873. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  sum  of  one  million  one 
hundred  and  fifty-three  thousand  one  hundred  and  fifty-nine 
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(1,153,159)  dollars  and  ninety  (90)  cents  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  appropriated  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Police  for  the  year  1873. 

Item  1.  For  salary  of  Mayor,  five  thousand  (5,000)  dollars. 

Item  2.  For  salaries  of  two  clerks,  at  fifteen  hundred  dol- 
lars each,  one  assistant  clerk,  at  twelve  hundred  dollars,  and 
one  clerk  for  Central  office,  at  one  thousand  dollars ;  in  all 
five  thousand  two  hundred  (5,200)  dollars. 

Item  3.  Forsalary  of  messenger,  nine  hundred  and  twelve 
(912)  dollars  and  fifty  (50)  cents. 

Item  4.  For  salary  of  Chief  of  Police,  twenty-five  bundled 
(2500)  dollars. 

Item  5.  For  salary  of  Fire  Marshal,  two  thousand  (2,000) 
dollars.

(4,000)  dollars :  Provided^  That  no  part  of  this  item  shall 
be  used  for  the  police  force. 

Item  17.  For  bedding,  three  thousand  (3,000)  dollars. 

Item  18.  For  badges,  rattles,  buttons,  maces,  and  belts 
for  qfficers,  also  for  lanterns,  three  thousand  five  hundred 
(3,500)  dollars. 

Item  19.  For  stoves  and  heaters,  and  repairs  to  the  same, 
two  thousand  (2,000)  dollars. 

Item  20.  For  fuel,  six  thousand  (6,000)  dollars ;  and  all 
coal  used  shall  be  obtained  from  miners  and  shippers  only. 

Item  21.  For  incidental  expenses,  twenty-five  hundred 
(2500)  dollars.

To  make  an  appropriation  in  aid  of  the  Centennial  Anniversary  of  American 
Independence. 

Whereas^  The  Executive  Committee  of  the  United  States 
Centennial  Commission  has  officially  requested  the  State  of 
Pennsylvania  to  make  an  appropriation  of  one  million  dol- 
lars, and  the  City  of  Philadelphia  also,  to  make  an  appro- 
priation of  half  a  million  dollars,  towards  the  erection  of 
buildings  for  the  Exhibition  of  1876,  in  Fairmount  Park. 
And  the  mass  meeting  of  Chairmen  of  the  various  Collec- 
tion Committees  of  our  City,  composed  as  it  was  of  many  of 
our  best  citizens  and  tax  payers,  has  unanimously  passed 
resolutions  urging  the  immediate  passage  of  such  appro- 
priations :  And  whereas,  The  Commonwealth  is  about  taking 
initiative  measures  to  this  end,  it  behooves  its  metropolis  to 
assume  promptly  its  share  of  responsibility  ;  therefore, 

Section  1,  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  Pledges  its  faith  to  apply  five  hundred 
thousand  (500,000)  dollars,  and  hereby  appropriates  the 
same  as  hereinafter  provided,  toward  the  erection  of  build- 
ings in  Fairmount  Park  for  the  National  Exhibition  to 
commemorate  the  One  Hundredth  Anniversary  of  the  birth 
of  the  Nation,  to  be  reimbursed  out  of  a  loan  to  be  hereafter 
created,  and  to  be  paid  out  of  the  City  Treasury  after  com- 
pliance with  the  following  provisions,  to  wit  :  In  sums  of 
fifty  thousand  dollars,  whensoever  it  shall  be  certified  to  the 
Mayor  that  the  buildings  for  that  purpose  shall  have  been 
sp  far  constructed  in  said  Park  as  to  be  of  double  the  cost 
and  value  of  the  instalment  demanded,  and  of  any  and  all 
previous  payrtients  made  in  such  behalf  by  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  out  of  the  appropriation  hereby  made,  until 
such  payments  shall  have  amounted  to  the  full  sum  hereby 
appropriated. 

Sect.  2.  That  the  certificates  for  the  basis  of  such  pay- 
ments shall  be  signed  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  United  States  Centennial  Commission, 
the  President  of  the  United  States  Centennial  Board  of 
Finance,  and  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  ;  whereupon,  if  the  Mayor  of  the  City  shall 
be  satisfied  with  the  report,  he  shall  draw  a  warrant  for 
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such  sum  upon  the  City  Treasurer  of  the  Centennial  Board 
of  Finance,  as  incorporated  by  the  Act  of  Congress,  ap- 
proved June  1st,  1872. 

Provided,  Before  any  payment  shall  be  made  out  of  the 
appropriation,  the  United  States  Centennial  Commission 
and  the  Centennial  Board  of  Finance,  shall  enter  into  aeon- 
tract  with  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  that  a  permanent  build- 
ing to  cost  not  less  than  the  sum  of  five  hundred  thousand 
dollars,  shall  be  permitted  to  remain  in  said  Park  as  the 
property  of  the  City  of  Pliiladelphia,  for  the  exhibition  and 
preservation  of  such  works  of  nature,  art  and  products  of 
the  soil  and  mine,  and  works  of  art  applied  to  industry, 
copies  of  reproductions  of  articles  of  skill,  for  the  free  edu- 
cation and  enjijyment  of  the  people  of  the  nation  after  the 
year  1876,  and  for  all  time  thereafter,  under  such  rules  and 
regulations  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  prescribed  by  the 
Commissioners  of  Fairmount  Park.

AN  ORDINANCE 


To  create  a  loan  for  the  erection  of  Buildings  in  Fairmount  Park  for  the 
National  Exhibition. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain^  That  the  Mayor  of  Philadel- 
phia be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  borrow,  at  not  less 
than  par,  on  the  credit  of  the  City,  five  hundred  thousand

The  principal  of  said  loan  shall  be  payable 
and  paid  at  the  expiration  of  thirty  years  from  the  date  of 
the  same,  and  not  before,  without  the  consent  of  the  hold- 
ers thereof;  and  the  certificates  therefor,  in  the  usual  form 
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of  the  certificates  of  Citj  loan,  shall  be  issued  in  such 
amounts  as  the  lenders  may  require,  but  not  for  less 
amounts  than  fifty  dollars,  and  net  for  any  other  fractional 
part  of  one  hundred  dollars,  or  if  required,  in  amounts  of 
five  hundred  or  one  thousand  dollars ;  and  it  shall  be  ex- 
pressed in  said  certificates,  that  the  loan  therein  mentioned, 
and  the  interest  thereof  are  payable  free  from  all  taxes. 

Sect.  2.  Whenever  any  loan  shall  be  made  by  virtue 
thereof,  there  shall  be  by  force  of  this  Ordinance  annually 
appropriated  out  of  the  income  of  the  corporate  estates,  and 
from  the  sum  raised  by  taxation,  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  the 
interest  on  said  certificates  ;  and  the  further  sum  of  three- 
tenths  of  one  per  centum  on  the  par  value  of  such  certifi- 
cates so  issued,  shall  be  appropriated  quarterly  out  of  said 
income  and  taxes,  to  a  sinking  fund,  which  fund  and  its  ac- 
cumulations are  hereby  specially  pledged  for  the  redemp- 
tion and  payment  of  said  certificates.

To  create  a  loan  for  the  building  and  equipment  of  an  iceboat. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain^  That  the  Chief  Engineer  and 
Surveyor,  and  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways,  are

Requiring  the  removal  of  limbs  or  branches  of  trees  obstructing  the  light  of 
public  gas  lamps. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  the 
owner  or  owners  of  property  upon  the  sidewalks  of  which

immediate  vicinity  of  said  lamps:  Providin'g,  That  this  Or- 
dinance shall  not  be  construed  to  apply  to  such  limbs  or 
branches  which  are  not  below  ten  feet  from  the  sidewalk  or 
street.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Police  Department 
to  notify  the  owners  of  property  upon  which  such  trees 
exist,  to  have  the  aforesaid  limbs  or  branches  removed 
within  ten  days  after  the  personal  service  of  a  written  or 
printed  notice  to  that  effect  upon  the  owners  of  premises  on 
which  said  branches  or  limbs  are  located ;  and  in  case  of 
failure  to  obey  the  requirements  of  said  notice,  the  person

To  pay  for  printing  and  posting  Sheriflf's  Pro- 
clamation, four  hundred  dollars  :  Provided^  Tiiat  before  any 
warrant  shall  be  drawn  on  Item  2  in  favor  of  any  election 
officer  or  canvasser,  said  oflficer  shall  furnish  to  the  City 
Commissioners  a  certificate  signed  by  them,  that  he  has 
performed  the  duties  of  election  officer  or  canvasser,  and 
desires  compensation  therefor.

said  payments,  in  all  cases,  to  be  made  upon  a  certificate 
of  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  estimating  the 
amount  of  work  done :  Provided^  That  for  all  current  esti- 
mates, no  payment  shall  exceed  four-fifths  of  the  money

AN  ORDINANCE 


To  levy  and  fix  the  rate  of  taxes  for  the  year  1874. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  the  Board  of  Revision  of 
Taxes  are  hereby  authorized  and  required  forthwith  to 
levy  on  the  taxable  property  returned  by  the  assessors,  as

Sect.  2.  The  said  tax  to  be  levied  for  the  year  1874,  as 
one  city  and  county  tax,  and  is  hereby  voted  for  the  fol- 
lowing objects  for  the  said  year,  viz. : 

Item  1.  For  the  relief  and  employment  of  the  poor,  the 
sum  of  seven  cents. 

Item  2.  For  the  the  public  schools,  the  sum  of  twenty- 
three  cents. 

Item  3.  For  lighting  the  city,  the  sum  of  eleven  cents. 

Item  4.  For  the  payment  of  the  interest  of  the  funded 
debt  and  for  the  sinking  fund,  the  sum  of  sixty-nine  cents. 

Item  5.  For  the  care  of  the  public  highways,  the  sum 
of  ten  cents. 
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Item  6.  For  the  supply  of  water,  the  sum  of  eight  cents. 

Item  7.  For  the  police,  the  sum  of  twenty-two  cents. 

Item  8.  For  the  care  of  the  markets  and  City  property, 
the  sum  of  three  cents. 

Item  9.  For  the  Department  of  Fire,  the  sum  of  five 
cents. 

Item  10.  For  the  prisons,  the  sum  of  three  cents. 

Item  11.  For  the  Department  of  City  Commissioners,  the 
sum  of  six  cents. 

Item  12.  For  health,  the  sum  of  two  cents. 

Item  13,  For  street  cleaning,  the  sum  of  three  cents. 

Item  14.  For  the  improvement  of  Broad  and  Market 
streets  with  improved  pavement,  the  sum  of  five  cents. 

Item  15.  For  the  remaining  expenses  of  the  munici- 
pality, the  sum  of  thirty-three  cents. 

And  said  amounts  are  hereby  declared  to  be  appropria- 
ted for  said  objects  subject  (except  the  sum  of  five  cents  in 
Item  14)  to  further  direction  by  Ordinance,  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  to  cause  to  be  printed 
on  the  tax  bills,  the  rates  voted  for  the  objects  hereinbefore 
mentioned.     • 

Sect.  3.  On  all  such  portions  of  assessed  property  marked 
"agricultural  and  farm  lands,"  only  one-half  of  the  highest 
rate  of  tax  shall  be  levied  ;  and  on  all  such  portions  marked 
"  rural  or  suburban,"  only  two-thirds  of  the  highest  rate  of 
tax  shall  be  levied  ;  and  no  part  of  that  set  apart  for  the  re- 
lief and  employment  of  the  poor,  shall  be  levied  on  the 
assessed  property  situate  in  the  wards  where  houses  for  the 
accommodation  of  the  poor  are  provided,  as  required  by 
the  eighteenth  section  of  the  Act  of  February  2d,  1854. 

Sect.  4.  That  in  pursuance  of  the  power  vested  in  the 
Councils  of  Philadelphia  by  "  A  Further  Supplement  to  an 
Act  to  incorporate  the  City  of  Philadelphia,"  approved 
April  17th,  1861,  there  shall  be  the  following  allowance 
made  to  the  payers  of  taxes,  and  penalty  added  for  the 
non-payment  by  the  Receiver  of  Taxes,  to  wit :  at  the  rate 
of  nine  per  centum  per  annum,  from  the  date  of  payment 
until  the  first  day  of  January,  if  paid  before  the  first  day 
of  September  ;  and  if  paid  after  tlie  first  day  of  September 
and  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  October,  an  addition  or 
penalty  of  one  per  cent.  ;  and  if  not  paid  until  after  the 
first  day  of  October,  then  an  addition  or  penalty  of  two  per 
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cent,  shall  be  added  to  and  payable  on  the  same;  and  if  not 
paid  until  after  the  first  day  of  December,  then  an  addition 
or  penalty  of  three  per  cent,  shall  be  added  to  and  payable 
on  the  same. 

Sect.  5.  That  the  Board  of  Kevision  is  hereby  author- 
ized and  required  forthwith  to  levy  on  the  taxable  prop- 
erty returned  by  the  assessors,  as  the  assessment  made  in 
the  year  1873,  and  as  revised  by  the  said  Board  of  Revi- 
sion, a  special  tax  of  ten  cents  on  the  hundred  dollars  for 
the  erection  of  Public  Buildings,  as  is  provided  in  an 
Act  of  Assembly  entitled  "  An  Act  to  provide  for  the  erec- 
tion of  Public  Buildings  for  the  City  of  Philadelphia,"  ap- 
proved August  5th,  1870.

To  authorize  the  construction  of  sewers  on  Fortieth,  Filbert,  Sloan,  Ninth, 
Baker,  Gay,  Cresson,  Summer  and  Sixth  streets. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Department  of  Highways 
be  and  is  hereby  authorized  to  construct  the  following 
sewers,  viz. :  On  Fortieth  street,  from  the  sewer  iu  Market 
street  to  Filbert  street,  along  Filbert  street  to  Sloan  street, 
and  along  Sloan  street  to  a  point  seventy-five  feet  south  of 
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Powelton  avenue  ;  on  Ninth  street,  from  Washington 
avenue  to  Christian  street ;  on  Baker,  Gay  and  Cresson 
streets,  from  tlie  sewer  now  laid  in  Baker  street  to  connect  with 
the  sewer  in  Levering  street;  on  Summer  street,  from  Fif-^ 
teenth  street  to  Sixteenth  street ;  on  Sixth  street,  from  the 
north  curb  line  of  Cambria  street  to  connect  with  the  sewer 
in  Clearfield  street.  Said  sewers  to  be  built  of  brick,  cir- 
cular in  shape,  and  in  accordance  with  specifications  pre- 
pared by  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor. 

Sect.  2.  The  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  shall  ad- 
vertise according  to  law,  announcing  that  bids  will  be

thereto,  approved  February  16th,  1869 ;  any  excess  over 
and  above  said  assessment,  in  addition  to  that  provided  for 
by  Ordinance  entitled  "  An  Ordinance  authorizing  the  Chief 
Commissioner  of  Highways  to  draw  warrants  for  street  in- 
tersections, manholes,  and  legal  deductions  in  the  construc- 
tion of  branch  sewers,"  approved  April  3d,  1868,  to  be 
charged  to  Item  (for  branch  sewers)  of  annual  appropria- 
tion made  to  the  Department  of  Surveys  for  tlie  year

clerks;  six  general  clerks;  six  purveyors,  who  shall  each 
give  security  in  the  sum  of  five  thousand  (5,000)  dollars  ; 
fourteen  inspectors,  and  one  messenger :  Provided^  That  no 
further  increase  of  this  force  shall  be  made  without  author- 
ity of  Councils. 

Sect.  2.  The  officers  named  in  the  first  section  of  this 
Ordinance  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  the  following  annual 
salaries,  payable  monthly,  to  wit :  Assistants  to  the  Chief 
Engineer,  each  two  thousand  (2,000)  dollars ;  general 
superintendent  of  works,  two  thousand  (2,000)  dollars;

works,  each  one  thousand  (1,000)  dollars  ;  registrar,  two 
thousand  five  hundred  (2,500)  dollars;  chief  clerk  of 
registrar's  department,  fil'teen  hundred  (1500)  dollars; 
permit  clerks,  each  twelve  hundred  (1200)  dollars  ;  receiving 
clerk,  twelve  hundred  (1200)  dollars;  general  clerks,  each 
one  thousand  (1000)  dollars ;  purveyors,  each  twelve  hun- 
dred (1200)  dollars  ;  inspectors,  each  one  thousand  (1,000) 
dollars;  and  messenger,  eight  hundred  and  fifty  (850) 
dollars. 

Sect.  3.  This  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  and  after

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  authorize  a  loan  for  school  purposes. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain^  That  the  Mayor  is  hereby  au- 
thorized to  borrow  at  not  less  than  par,  on  the  credit  of  the 
corporation,  the  sum  of  one  million  dollars,  to  provide  for 
the  erection,  extension  and  completion  of  buildings  for 
school  purposes  and  the  purchase  of  ground,  for  which 
interest  not  to  exceed  the  rate  of  six  per  centum  per  annum 
shall  be  paid  half  yearly,  on  the  first  days  of  January  and 
July  in  each  year,  at  the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer.  The 
principal  of  said  loan  shall  be  payable  at  the  expiration  of 
thirty  years  from  the  date  of  the  same,  and  not  before, 
without  the  consent  of  the  holders  thereof;  and  certificates 
therefor,  in  the  usual  form  of  certificates  of  City  loan,  shall 
be  issued  in  such  amounts  as  the  lenders  may  require,  but 
not  for  less  amounts  than  fifty  dollars,  and  not  for  any 
other  fractional  part  of  one  hundred  dollars,  and  if  re- 
quired, in  amounts  of  five  hundred  and  one  thousand  dol- 
lars ;  and  it  shall  be  expressed  in  said  certificates  that  the 
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said  loan  therein  mentioned,  and  the  interest  thereof,  are 
payable  free  from  all  taxes. 

Sect.  2.  The  amount  of  said  loan  shall  be  distributed 
and  apportioned  for  the  purposes  and  in  amounts  as  fol- 
lows:

Said 
work  to  be  done  under  the  direction  and  control  of  the 
Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways,  the  contractor  to  give 
satisfactory  security  to  keep  said  streets  in  good  repair  for 
five  years  from  completion  of  said  work ;  payments  to  be 
made  on  estimates  of  the  District  Surveyor. 

Item  30.  For  extending  the  bridge  on  Mill  creek  and 
Market  street,  or  constructing  a  culvert  in  lieu  thereof, 
twelve  thousand  (12,000)  dollars. 

Item  31.  For  rebuilding,  repairing  and  cleaning  out  the 
culvert  at  the  foot  of  Market  street  and  Delaware  avenue, 
six  thousand  (6,000)  dollars. 

Item  32.  For  repaving  Federal  street,  from  Broad  street 
to  Eighteenth  street,  with  rubble  stone,  seven  thousand 
five  hundred  (7,500)  dollars. 

Item  83.  To  improve  Broad  street,  from  McKean  street 
to  League  Island,  fifteen  thousand  (15,000)  dollars.  The 
work  to  be  done  under  the  supervision  of  the  Chief  Com- 
missioner of  Highways,  and  the  Chief  Commissioner  of 
Highways  shall  advertise  at  least  five  times  in  two  daily- 
papers  for  proposals  for  said  work,  and  the  contract  shall 
be  given  to  the  lowest  bidder  or  bidders. 

Item  34.  For  constructing  culvert  at  Mill  creek  and 
Woodland  avenue  (or  Darby  road),  in  the  Twenty-seventh 
Ward,  eighteen  thousand  (18,000)  dollars :  Provided^  That 
in  all  contracts  for  grading  streets,  the  contractor 
or  contractors  shall  give  security  to  complete  tlie  same 
within  one  year  from  date  of  contract :  Provided  also, 
That  all  repairs  to  bridges,  culverts  and  inlets  exceeding 
the  cost  of  one  hundred  dollars,  that  may  be  necessary 
during  the  year  1874,  shall  be  first  submitted  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Highways  before  any  contract  shall  be  made,  or 
any  order  given  for  said  repairs  ;  and  such  repairs  shall  be 
given  out  by  contract,  when  ordered  by  the  Committee  on 
Highways  :  And  provided  further,  That  all  bills  for  paving 
intersections  of  streets,  or  for  any  other  work  authorized  by 
Councils,  and  chargeable  to  either  of  the  foregoing  items, 
shall  state  the  locality  and  under  what  Ordinance  or  resolu- 
tion said  work  was  done ;  and  no  bill  shall  be  signed  by 
the  City  Controller  unless  accompanied  by  such  statement; 
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and  that  no  part  of  Items  2  and  4,  and  not  more  than  two 
hundred  dollars  of  Item  6  shall  be  expended  on  any  street 
without  the  authority  of  Councils,  and  no  part  of  said  Item 
6  shall  be  expended  for  work  not  completed  in  1874.  And 
warrants  for  the  same  shall  be  drawn  by  the  Chief  Com- 
missioner of  Highways  in  conformity  with  existing  Or- 
dinances.

AN  ORDINANCE

AN  ORDINANCE 


To  authorize  the  extension  of  lease  of  Vine  street  wharf,  en  the  river 

Delaware. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Markets 
and  City  Property  be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  enter 
into  a  new  lease  (to  take  eflfect  on  the  expiration  of  the 
present  lease)  with  the  Camden  and  Atlantic  Railroad  Com- 
pany, the  present  lessees  of  Vine  street  landing,  on  the 
river  Delaware,  for  a  term  of  ten  (10)  years  from  the  expi- 
ration of  the  present  lease,  at  an  annual  rental  of  twenty- 
five  hundred  (2500)  dollars:  Provided,  That  the  lessees 
shall  expend  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  in  improve- 
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meats,  and  keep  the  wharf  and  slip  and  said  improvements 
in  good  order  and  repair,  and  dredge  the  dock  during  the 
term,  and  at  the  end  thereof  deliver  the  wharf  and  slip  and 
all  improvements,  without  any  expense  to  the  City  for  same. 
Improvements  or  repairs  to  be  done  under  the  super- 
vision and  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Commissioner  of 
Markets  and  City  Property.
